RlfYljHE POOR PIRATE 



Daydreaming is a universal pasttime and 
pleasure that costs nothing. Just sit in an easy 
chair and close your eyes for a few minutes. You 
thus transport youtself to deepest Africa. For 
absolutely not one cent you can organize a 
safari, fight with savages, find a hidden gold 
mine, and win the hand of the fair maiden. Or 
you can go to the North Pole and feel very 
comfortable. On the 'other hand you can go 
bock into the centuries. Want to be with Colum- 
bus as he sets sail? Or go with Marco Polo? 

There is one big trouble with daydreaming. 
You may have the. wrong information about 
what you want to bel Surely, at one time or 
another, you thought of being a Pirate. Sail 
the seven seas with your ship and crew. You 
sight six ships. Who cares if the odds are 
against you. One by one you attack them and 
finally win. Gold, silver, and diamonds are 
yours. Seems ther/ was also a princess most 
attractive on one of the ships. You marry hef, 
win a pardon, and go someplace. 

Sounds simple when you daydream. But ' 
actually, if you study the history of Piracy, you 
find it was terrible, stupid, criminal, and with 
an ending on the gallows. When the men 
mutinied and captured a ship, the law for 
mutiny on the high seas spelled Death. And 
for attacking other ships, thus being pirates, 
the law was also Death. And since they killed 
people, the law also was Death. But in the 
fighting, pirates were killed. They themselves 
suffered, and no matter how long they were 
successful — there was to be a final day of 
reckoning when a superior force smashed them. 

You will probably not find the story of Cap- 
tain Bartholomew Roberts in a book about 
Pirates. What I tell you was obtained from the 
record of the trial involving the men who sailed 
aboard his pirate ship. He was the second mate 
of a slave trader. This boat was attacked by a 
pirate ship, the ROVER, under the command of 
Captain Davis. Roberts decided he too wanted 
to be a pirate and soon became one of the 
active men under Captain Davis. In a fight with 
the Portuguese, Captain Davis was killed. Who 
was to be the head. of the ROVER? The pirates 
actually held an election, and in the year 1720, 
Captain Bartholomew Roberts became their 
leader 

His first exploit was to attack and burn a 



Portuguese fort. Then he attacked the town 
with his ship's guns. Putting to sea, they cap- 
tured several vessels, Dutch and English. Some 
they plundered. Others they gave the crew a 
chance to turn pirates. 

Next Captain Roberts sighted 42 Portuguese 
ships off the Bay of Los Todos Santos. He sailed 
up to one of the ships and quickly got her to 
surrender. His men, with their cutlasses ready 
for action, scarred the crew. The Portuguese 
master came aboard the pirate ship and found 
himself asked one question: "Which' is the 
richest ship in the fleet?" He pointed to a ship 
with forty guns and 1 50 men. 

Captain Roberts then set sail for this ship. 
He came near to her. He told the Portuguese 
master to ask the captain of this ship to come 
aboard, but they were suspicious. Captain Rob- 
erts realized they were getting ready to fight 
him. So he went into action and captured the 
ship. The others were scared of him. The rec- 
ords say "they found the ship exceedingly rich; 
being ladden chiefly with sugars, skins, and 
tobacco, and 4000 moidores in gold; besides 
chains and trinkets of considerable value; par- 
ticularly a cross set with diamonds, designed 
for the king of Portugal." 

The pirates then went to a place called 
Devil's Island, in the river of Surinom, on the 
coast of Guyana. They rested and then seized 
a sloop in the river. They learned that another 
boat had sailed with this sloop from Rhode 
Island and had a lot of provisions on her. The 
pirates needed food. Captain Roberts decided 
to capture this boat. He and forty men went 
aboard the sloop and started to go after 
the ship. 

But how dumb were these pirates? They 
forgot to check on the provisions aboard the 
sloop! For eight days they were away and 
half starved. They almost died of thirst because 
the water barrels were empty. Finally they re- 
turned without catching the ship. Then Captain 
Roberts heard some bad news. He had left his 
big ship in command of his friend, Kennedy who 
was a "lieutenant." Kennedy ran away witb 
the pirate ship and all the treasure! You can 
coll this the big double cross. How could 
pirates think they ctfuld trust each other? 

Captain Roberts needed a big boat. He saw 
a Bristol galley, with twenty guns and 80 men 



aboard hor. He mad* up hit mind to capture 
her. But her commander. Captain Rogers, pur 
up a fight. The small pirate ship was getting 
closer. Captain Rogers lightened his boat by 
throwing overboard his big guns. Thus he was 
able to outsail the pirate ship and escape. As 
we might say it: The villian was foiledl 

Captain Roberts and the rest of his pirates 
then set sail for Newfoundland. They arrived 
there towards the end of June, 1720. They en- 
tered the harbor with their black colors flying, 
drums beating, and trumpets sounding. There 
were twenty-two ships in the harbor, but when 
the sailors saw the pirafes, they all fled ashore. 
The pirate leader burned and sank all ships 
except a Bristol galley. Upon this boat he 
mounted sixteen guns and then started out on 
a cruise. He destroyed nine French boats. He 
captured a larger boat with twenty-six guns 
and decided to use it himself. He christened 
it the FORTUNE. 

Again he ran short of food and went to the 
island of St. Bartholomew where he and his 
men rested and reprovisiohed the boat. Then 
out to sea again and another fight with a Dutch 
boat of twenty-two guns and seventy-five men. 
This boat put up a stiff fight and Captain 
Roberts lost some of his pirates. While the 
pirates were on land, a few fried another 
double cross. Net result was a few less pirate.;. 
Trying to run the pirates was a tough job 
for Captain Roberts. The records state that, "it 
was with great difficulty that the pirate crew 
could be kept together under any kind of regu- 
lation. For being almost always mad or drunk, 
their behaviour produced infinite - disorders. 
Every man being in his own imagination, a 
prince or a king." Which shows you that even 
pirates did some daydreaming: Each wanted to 
be the big boss! 

With a smaller boat and his larger boat, 
Captain Roberts headed for the coast of Africa, 
but the mate of the smaller ship decided to 
become a pirate chief on his own account and 
vanished with the boat and men. Captain Rob- 
erts kept on sailing until he came near the 
Senegal River. He saw two small French ships 
and hoisted the pirate flag. The two boats 
surrendered. However, Captain Roberts de- 
cided he needed a better ship. 

The ONSLOW, owned by the Royal African 
Company, and under the command of Captain 



Gee, wa> at Sostos. Most of tho mon ww* on 
shore. A quick raid was mad* and most of the 
sailors on the ONSLOW decided to become 
pirates themselves. 

Meanwhile there were two men-of-war, the 
SWALLOW and the WEYMOUTH looking for 
the pirotes. Sooner or later they would moot 
and then the fate of the pirates would finally 
be decided. And it happened in a rather melo- 
dramatic way. 

The pirates sighted a ship. Couldn't tell what 
ship but they decided to fight and capture it. 
It was the man-of-V/ar, SWALLOW. The captain 
of the SWALLOW decided to do something 
really clever. He lured the pirate ship out to sea 
all herself without the aid of some smaller 
boats. Captain Roberts thought the boat he was 
chasing was a Portuguese ship filled with sugar. 
This was a valuable commodity which he could 
easily sell. The SWALLOW slowed down. Up, 
went the pirate flag. Captain Roberts swung 
his boat closer. The idea was to board tho 
other ship. Then the king's men went info 
action. A well trained gun crew fired at the 
pirate boat. The battle was on and lasted for 
two hours. Ten pirates were killed, twenty 
wounded. Not a man aboard the man-of-war 
was touched! Captain Roberts himself was killed 
in this engagement, and finally the pirates sur- 
rendered. These men were taken aboard the 
man-of-war and shackled. Then the SWALLOW 
went after the smaller pirate boat and the end 
had finally arrived for those who had thought 
Piracy was easy. 

The men were taken to Cape Corso and tried. 
The record states: "Trial of the Pirates. Taken 
by his Majesty's Ship, the SWALLOW, begun 
at Cape Corso-Castle, on the Coast of Africa, 
March the 28th, 1722." 

Each man received a fair trial. The guilty 
ones paid with their lives for their crimes. In 
several cases, men had been forced to servo 
aboard the pirates ships. Testimony was taken 
to show that these men were not pirates; they 
had tried to escape and had done their best 
to help the unfortunates. They were acquitted. 
So if you must do some more daydreaming, 
please forget about being a Piratel As this true 
story shows, it was terrible, stupid, criminal, and 
with an ending on the gallows. #\
